Veternn prospectors are tha 
readiest to. admit that surface in- 
‘dications are moat deceptive when 
xecking gold, “Gold is where you 
find. it” being one of the maxims 
of che game. 

MANY PROSPECTORS 

The natives of the districts in 
which ‘the finds have been made 
ure stated to be prosperous, and not 
averse to. outsiders working the 
fields. Tho majority of the na- 
tives have, at some timo or an- 
other, been oversens, and have 
returned quite comfortably off. 

According to reports there are 
large numbers of individual pro- 
spectors, and, in. some cases, omall 
companics. The majority of theso 
compnnics, however, are doomed 
before they wtart. having insuf- 
ficient capital to. exploit. their 
finds. 

,it is quite, likely that if the 
field proves to be. very wealthy, 
some two or.three large companies 
will tnke ft over and work ft 
thoroughly, as has been the case 
in Africa, America, Australia, 
New Guinea, New Zealand, and 
other rich .gold-bearing countries. 

ALLUVIAL GOLD, 

Alluvial , gold is. of 
secondary ‘origin, having usually 
been released In the first place 
from the main lodo or primary de- 
posit. It is usually found in 
river_beds,_or_places_where_thore. 
hag at some time been’ water. I 
is often considered of minor im- 
portance, although, in some few 
places, such as  Bulolo, Now 
Guinea, it has been found in very 
large deposits. 

Alluvial gold is frequently used 
to trace the main Jode, ‘the pro- 
spector working up a stream bed, 
finding a “colour” here and there, 
until he reaches country which 
gives nn {ndication- of the orl 
ginal lode from which his various 
small §nds have amanated.
